Reports  of  Officers 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  Winston-Salem  Junior  League  has  successfully  com- 
pleted its  seventeenth  year  of  service  to  the  community.  Its 
volunteers  have  worked  conscientiously  and  well  in  three 
main  fields — welfare,  culture  and  education.  The  League  has 
continued  to  finance  and  sponsor  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Mental  Hygiene  Society  of  Win- 
ston-Salem. The  Arts,  Education,  and  Play  Committees  have 
contributed  to  the  League  and  the  community  through  well- 
planned  programs.  Contact  with  the  County  Hospital  has 
been  maintained  through  a  weekly  visiting  group.  The 
Clinic,  the  education  and  cultural  programs  of  the  League 
have  received  financial  support  from  a  successful  Beauty 
Parlor,  Gift  Shop  and  Thrift  Shop,  and  profit  from  the  Con- 
temporary Theater  Series  sponsored  for  the  first  time  this 
year.  The  services  of  a  Professional  Placement  Secretary 
were  available  to  the  League  through  July  1939.  The  plan 
of  inviting  two  or  three  League  members  who  have  never 
served  on  the  Board,  to  attend  Board  meeting  has  been 
tried  and  approved. 

The  League  was  represented  by  two  delegates  at  the 
Association  Conference  in  Memphis.  Mrs.  H.  W.  Holland, 
Director  of  Region  V,  visited  Winston-Salem  in  April  1939 
and  Miss  Lettie  Witherspoon,  Field  Representative  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  was  here  in  May  1939  and  March  1940. 
They  gave  us  invaluable  help  and  inspiration. 

The  real  progress  and  achievement  of  the  League  can 
be  measured  by  the  splendid  reports  of  the  officers  and 
committee  chairmen  which  follow.  The  success  of  the  League 
program  has  been  due  to  these  efficient  leaders  and  to  each 
member's  faithful  cooperation  and  willingness  to  work. 
Thank  you  for  your  enthusiastic  support.

Recording  Secretary's  Report 

During  the  past  year  the  Junior  League  has  held  eight 
general  meetings  and  two  call  meetings  in  the  Robert  E. 
Lee  Hotel.  The  executive  board  has  met  nine  times  and  had 
two  call  meetings. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  was  held  in  the 
Wachovia  Museum  on  April  4th.  The  chairman  of  the  Con- 
temporary Theatre  Series  presented  the  plans  for  selling 
the  Legitimate  Theatre  to  Winston-Salem. 

The  May  meeting  was  held  in  the  Robert  E.  Lee  Hotel 
on  May  2nd.  Doctor  Leroy  Butler  introduced  Doctor  Law- 
son  Lowery  who  spoke.  The  committee  chairmen  for  1939-40 
were  announced. 

The  budget  for  1939-40  was  presented  and  accepted  at 
the  June  5th  meeting.  The  new  plan  for  the  admission  of 
members  was  explained.  The  plan  was  accepted  by  the 
League. 

The  first  fall  meeting  was  held  on  the  Marine  Roof  of 
the  Robert  E.  Lee  Hotel  on  October  10th.    The  admissions 

committee  and  the  nominating  committee  were  elected  at 
this  meeting.  Doctor  Richie,  the  new  director  of  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  spoke. 

The  advisability  of  sponsoring  the  Contemporary  Theatre 
Series  for  another  year  was  discussed  at  the  November 
meeting. 

The  president,  Miss  Plumly,  welcomed  the  1939  pro- 
visionals as  regular  members  of  the  Junior  League  at  the 
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December  meeting*.  The  chairman  of  the  admissions  com- 
mittee presented  the  names  of  the  1939  provisionals. 

The  meeting  on  January  2nd  had  a  full  attendance.  The 
president  read  a  recommendation  from  the  board  that:  if 
the  names  of  the  plays  for  the  coming  season  are  not  known 
by  the  time  of  the  last  play  of  the  present  Series,  that  the 
League  leave  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  ways  and  means 
committee  and  the  chairman  of  the  Contemporary  Theatre 
Series  as  to  the  time  of  the  drive. 

The  annual  provisional  banquet  was  held  on  the  Marine 
Roof  of  the  Hotel  on  February  5th.  The  Balinese  food  was 
accompanied  by  most  appropriate  decorations.  The  skit  was 
up  to  snuff  with  excellent  take  offs  of  several  of  the  board 
members  at  a  board  meeting. 

The  March  5th  meeting  was  full  of  gratifying  reports. 
The  Contemporary  Theatre  Series  chairman  reported  a  net 
profit  of  $3,000  for  the  year.  The  kindergarten  group  of 
the  clinic  increased  its  classes  from  once  a  week  to  twice 
each  week.  Although  several  members  of  the  local  League 
have  been  transferred  to  other  Leagues,  new  girls  have 
transferred  to  the  Winston-Salem  League.

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Reports  of  Standing  Committees 


Report  of  the  Placement  Chairman 

The  work  which  Junior  League  volunteers  have  done 
during  the  past  year  shows  a  wide  variety  of  interest  and 
a  definite  contribution  toward  the  solution  of  community 
problems.  These  volunteers  have  worked  regularly  in  six- 
teen projects  not  including  writing  for  the  magazine,  fashion 
show  modeling  and  extra  Junior  League  activities  which 
frequently  arise. 

Each  group  is  organized  with  its  own  League  chairman, 
who  sits  on  the  placement  committee  and  who  is  responsible 
for  the  work  of  her  volunteers.  In  addition,  each  welfare 
group  has  a  professional  adviser.  Early  in  the  fall  the  chair- 
man of  each  welfare  group,  together  with  the  placement 
chairman,  visits  the  agencies  and  discusses  the  work  for 
the  year.  In  every  case  where  possible  the  head  of  the 
agency  meets  with  her  volunteers  to  outline  the  year's  pro- 
gram. 

The  League  projects  fall  under  five  heads:  Cultural, 
Welfare,  Character  Building,  Educational  and  Money  Making. 

CULTURAL 

I.  Art  Committee 

Mrs.  Charles  Siewers,  Chairman 

This  committee  raised  money  to  carry  on  the  Community 
Art  School  for  another  year.  Four  girls  headed  by  Mrs. 
Gordon  Gray  solicited  funds  and  without  their  help  the 
school  might  have  been  closed. 

II.  Children's  Theatre 

Mrs.  Leo  Bergman,  Chairman 

Two  plays  were  given. 

The  first,  a  small  play,  "The  Dragon  that  Giggled",  was 
trouped  to  nine  schools  in  November  and  the  following 
volunteers  were  used:  Director  and  general  chairman  2; 
cast  7;  scenery  4;  costumes  6;  properties  2;  total  21. 

In  March,  a  big  play,  "Treasure  Island",  was  given  in 
Reynolds  Auditorium.  The  following  volunteers  were  used 
by  the  general  chairman:  Cast  12;  costumes  5;  properties  1; 
scenery  7;  tickets  14;  publicity  5;  busses  and  automobiles 
17;  ushers  10;  total  71. 
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III.    Survey  of  children's  recreational  facilities. 

This  was  done  by  two  volunteers  with  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  need  for  Junior  League  children's  plays  and 
the  type  of  play  preferred  by  principals,  teachers,  and  the 
children  themselves. 

WELFARE 

I.  The  Junior  League  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 
Mrs.  Tom  Rice,  Chairman 

Mrs.  John  Graham,  Assistant  Chairman 
House  and  Grounds: 

Two  girls  see  that  the  building  and  grounds  are  well 
kept  and  decorate  the  clinic  for  special  occasions. 
Kindergarten : 

Mrs.  R.  Lee  Covington,  Chairman 

This  is  a  new  project  just  begun  last  November  at  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Milton  E.  Kirkpatrick,  head  of  the  Clinical 
Division  of  the  National  Society  for  Mental  Hygiene.  Its 
purpose  was  to  form  a  program  in  the  clinic  in  which 
League  members  could  participate  and  which  would  be  of 
benefit  to  clinic  patients  and  others  who  needed  an  oppor- 
tunity to  grow  and  express  themselves  in  an  environment 
that  was  more  elastic  than  either  their  home  or  the  class 
room. 

One  girl  acts  as  the  recorder  who  summarizes  the  gen- 
eral behavior  of  each  child  during  the  play  period  and 
presents  her  notes  to  the  psychiatric  case  worker.  Fourteen 
children  representing  a  cross  section  of  society  attend  the 
kindergarten  which  now  meets  twice  a  week. 

Volunteers — 8  (four  are  used  in  each  class). 
Chauffeurs : 

These  girls  take  children  from  the  school  to  the  clinic 
for  psychiatric  tests,  take  children  to  the  kindergarten,  and 
chauffeur  the  clinic  patients  and  their  parents.  The  group 
has  changed  constantly  throughout  the  year  because  not 
many  of  the  League  girls  like  this  work  for  any  length  of 
time.  We  have  had  ten  girls  doing  it  during  the  year  but 
now  only  two  are  active. 

II.  City  Welfare 

Mrs.  Gaither  Jenkins,  Chairman 

Mrs.  James  Glenn,  Assistant  and  active  Chairman 
for  a  great  part  of  the  year. 
The  city  welfare  volunteers  work  with  neglected  and 
dependent  children  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Clara  Dowdy, 
case  worker  for  the  Juvenile  Court.  Under  Miss  Dowdy's 
supervision,  the  volunteers  place  these  children  in  carefully 
selected  boarding  homes  or  free  homes  that  have  been  ap- 
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proved  by  the  Court.  The  volunteers  visit  and  report  on 
the  homes  periodically  and  continue  caring  for  these  chil- 
dren by  bringing  them  to  the  Health  Center,  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Clinic,  the  dentist,  and  also  by  checking  their  school 
progress.  Volunteers  buy  clothes  for  the  children  when  so 
instructed  by  Miss  Dowdy.  The  League  volunteers  also  per- 
form similar  services  for  children  at  the  Juvenile  Relief 
Home.  Once  a  month  the  girls  make  a  permanent  record 
from  their  note  books  for  Miss  Dowdy's  file. 
Volunteers,  7. 

III.  County  Hospital 

Mrs.  Hugh  Galloway,  Chairman  until  January 
Mrs.  Philip  Bolich,  present  chairman 
(Each  week  several  girls  go  to  the  hospital  to  visit  and 
to  take  magazines.    There  are  a  number  of  sustaining  mem- 
bers who  signed  up  for  this  work.    Most  of  them  make  only 
one  visit  a  month. 
Volunteers,  8. 

IV.  School  Visitors 

Mrs.  H.  B.  McCorkle,  Chairman 
During  the  past  year,  seven  volunteer  visiting  teachers 
have  handled  151  cases,  making  a  total  of  244  visits.

city  and  its  existing  agencies. 

Regular  volunteer  visitors  have  been  used  at  Central, 
Skyland,  North  Elementary,  Wiley,  and  Hanes  high  schools. 

Much  has  been  done  at  Hanes  High  with  children  who 
were  not  working  up  to  capacity.  Many  of  these  children 
are  beyond  the  compulsory  school  age,  but  not  old  enough 
to  work  under  the  provisions  of  the  Child  Labor  Act,  and 
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so  a  second  volunteer  has  been  added  at  this  school  to  take 
care  of  this  difficult  but  important  assignment. 

Miss  Witherspoon  pointed  out  that  this  is  the  only- 
League  doing  a  volunteer  teaching  job. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Wharton,  a  member  of  the  City  School 
Board,  is  interviewing  the  principals  to  evaluate  the  League's 
volunteer  work  and  find  what  type  service  the  schools  want 
and  need.  Before  this  school  year  is  over,  there  will  prob- 
ably be  a  meeting  with  principals  who  desire  this  service 
next  year  to  lay  plans  for  a  systematic  way  of  handling  the 
reporting*  of  the  cases  in  all  schools. 

Next  year  the  League  volunteers  hope  to  have  the  advice 
of  and  to  work  in  cooperation  with  Mrs.  Prongay,  who  has 
been  doing  some  of  this  work  at  Reynolds  High  this  year 
and  who  was  formerly  a  professional  visiting  teacher  in 
Minneapolis. 

V.  Maternal  Health  Clinic 

Miss  Elizabeth  Magie,  Chairman 
Two  League  girls  work  here  regularly.  The  clinic  is 
held  every  other  week  and  generally  has  between  twelve 
and  twenty  patients,  about  half  coming  from  the  county 
and  half  from  the  city.  The  volunteers  meet  the  patients, 
take  records  and  case  histories  and  assist  the  nurses  and 
doctors  in  every  way  possible.  Recently,  the  clinic  was 
recognized  as  a  standard  clinic  by  the  Birth  Control  Feder- 
ation of  America.  It  is  one  of  three  in  North  Carolina  to 
be  thus  recognized. 

VI.  Junior  Red  Cross 

Mrs.  Phin  Horton,  Jr.,  Chairman 

Junior  Red  Cross,  the  children's  part  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  has  as  its  three-fold  purpose  service,  fitness  for 
service,  or  health,  and  world  friendship.  The  organization 
functions  through  the  school,  classes  joining  as  a  group. 
Its  program  is  almost  unlimited  as  its  work  may  be  local, 
such  as  visiting  the  city's  various  institutions  or  sending 
favors  and  gifts  to  the  inmates  at  holiday  seasons  or  per- 
forming any  service  at  home  or  school;  national,  such  as 
sending  attractive  menu  covers  to  government  ships  at 
Christmas  or  gifts  to  veterans  in  hospitals;  or  international, 
such  as  exchanging  gifts  or  albums  full  of  information  with 
foreign  Junior  Red  Cross  members. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  Committee,  composed  of  three 
Junior  League  members,  appoints  a  teacher-sponsor  in  each 
school,  enrolls  the  children  annually,  distributes  literature, 
and  plans  the  program  most  interesting  and  helpful  to  each 
particular  group.    A  strong  Junior  Red  Cross  requires  many 
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hours  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  committee  but  the 
benefits  received  by  the  children  and  those  to  whom  they 
render  service  justify  all  efforts. 

CHARACTER  BUILDING  AGENCIES 

I.  Scouts 

Miss  Georgia  Goodson,  Chairman 

There  are  nine  volunteers  working  as  leaders  of  Girl 
Scout  troops  and  Brownie  Packs.  There  are  twelve  Junior 
League  girls  who  sit  on  the  scout  council.  Also,  there  are 
four  girls  who  act  as  members  of  different  troop  committees, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  advise  the  troops  concerning  their  in- 
dividual problems. 

As  a  leader  of  a  troop  or  Brownie  Pack,  a  girl  has  her 
weekly  troop  meetings  and  her  monthly  leaders'  meetings. 
As  a  member  of  the  council,  a  girl  has  her  monthly  meet- 
ings and  her  own  committee  meetings. 

This  year  the  regional  Girl  Scout  Conference  met  in 
Winston-Salem  in  April,  making  extra  committee  work  for 
all  those  connected  with  Girl  Scouts. 

II.  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

As  chairman  and  member  of  standing  committees: 

There  are  fourteen  girls  serving  on  Y.  W.  C.  A.  com- 
mittees, such  as  Industrial  Girls'  Committee,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
Camp  Committee,  the  Nominating  Committee,  the  Girl  Re- 
serve Committee,  etc.  For  the  past  three  years  a  League 
girl  has  been  chairman  of  the  latter,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  important  and  hardest  working  committees. 

As  leader  of  Girl  Reserves: 

The  work  of  a  volunteer  in  the  Girl  Reserve  department 
of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  consists  in  acting  as  an  adviser  in  one 
of  the  eight  clubs  in  which  there  are  approximately  600 
girls  between  the  ages  of  12  and  17.  All  advisers  are 
volunteers,  many  of  them  high  school  teachers,  three  are 
Junior  League  girls. 

As  advisers,  they  try  to  help  carry  out  the  ideas  of  the 
girls  in  all  their  club  programs,  including  their  meetings, 
parties,  trips  to  camp,  or  their  interclub  events  during  the 
year.  They  help  the  girls  with  research  and  program  plan- 
ning. It  is  mainly  creative  work,  growing  out  of  the  needs 
of  the  girls  themselves,  and  the  variety  means  always  that 
the  volunteer  work  is  interesting  as  well  as  instructive. 
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MONEY-MAKING 


I.  Gift  Shop 

Mrs.  Charles  E.  Norfleet,  Chairman 
Mrs.  Bowman  Gray,  Assistant  Chairman 

The  duties  of  the  girls  who  work  at  the  shop  are  to 
wait  on  customers,  rearrange  the  goods,  help  mark  new 
stock,  deliver,  decorate  the  windows,  etc.  A  girl  must  work 
here  three  hours  a  week  for  nine  months  to  complete  her 
year's  work.

II.  Thrift  Shop 

Mrs.  Tom  Follin,  Chairman 

The  volunteers  at  the  Thrift  Shop  collect  and  price  the 
rummage,  keep  the  shop  looking  attractive  and  wait  on 
customers.  The  girls  sign  up  for  a  three  hour  period  one 
day  a  week  for  a  month  and  must  work  nine  months  out  of 
the  year.

III.  Contemporary  Theatre 

Practically  the  entire  League  cooperated  in  the  cam- 
paign and  sale  of  tickets  last  spring. 

During  the  year  the  chairman  and  her  assistant  with  the 
help  of  two  or  three  volunteers  arranged  the  details  of  each 
performance,  saw  to  the  reservation  of  seats,  publicity,  etc.

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Report  of  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
Contemporary  Theatre  Series 

The  Contemporary  Theatre  Series,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  presented  four  plays 
during  the  1939-1940  season,  namely.  Golden  Boy,  written 
by  Clifford  Odets,  starring  Eric  Linden;  Miss  Eva  LeGal- 
lienne  in  Hedda  Gabler,  by  Hendrik  Ibsen;  What  A  Life,  a 
comedy  by  Clifford  Goldsmith,  starring  the  motion  picture 
actor  Jackie  Coogan;  these  three  plays  being  a  presenta- 
tion of  the  Legitimate  Theatre  Corporation  of  America. 
The  fourth  play  was  cancelled  by  the  Legitimate  Theatre 
Corporation  and  in  its  place  we  substituted  "Springtime  for 
Henry",  starring  Edward  Everett  Horton;  this  play  produced 
and  managed  by  Lawrence  Rivers,  Inc. 

The  Theatre  Series  project  was  handled  on  a  subscrip- 
tion basis.  A  campaign  of  one  week  was  held  in  May  1939, 
three  classes  of  tickets  sold,  $7.50,  $5.00  and  $3.50,  all  seats 
reserved.  It  was  stressed  to  the  public  that  at  the  close 
of  the  week  no  more  tickets  would  be  available.  This  insured 
a  guaranteed  sum  of  money  to  meet  expenses  and  physcho- 
logically  helped  in  selling  out  the  house. 

A  General  Chairman  and  Team  Captains  were  appointed, 
each  captain  being  responsible  for  a  certain  number  of 
workers. 

The  League  voted  that  all  seats  be  reserved  for  each 
individual  performance,  it  thereby  being  necessary  for  pa- 
trons to  reserve  seats  four  times  instead  of  reserving  one 
seat  for  all  four  performances.  This  plan  was  found  to  be 
rather  unsatisfactory  as  the  public  felt  it  more  convenient 
to  hold  one  seat  for  the  entire  season. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  is  indebted  to  the 
Contemporary  Theatre  Series  Chairman,  Mrs.  Thomas  Rice, 
who  carried  on  the  work  throughout  the  entire  year,  to  the 
Team  Captains  and  to  every  member  of  the  League  for  their 
intensive  work  during  the  campaign  and  with  their  help  in 
reservation  of  seats;  through  this  help  and  cooperation  of 
the  league  membership,  the  project  was  most  successful.

Report  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
April  1939— April  1940 

During  the  first  quarter,  the  Ghild  Guidance  Clinic 
operated  under  the  old  set-up,  with  Dr.  Malcolm  Kemp,  the 
Acting  Director,  being  available  for  consultation  twice  a 
month. 

Dr.  Richie,  the  new  Director,  took  charge  of  the  Clinic 
on  July  1,  1939.  The  Clinic  Board  was  set  up  at  this  time, 
composed  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mental  Hygiene 
Society,  and  the  members  from  the  Junior  League,  the 
President,  the  outgoing  and  incoming  Clinic  Chairmen.  The 
Board  has  had  a  number  of  meetings  throughout  the  year. 

In  order  to  widen  the  Clinic  scope  of  service,  Dr.  Richie 
offered  consultation  to  the  Juvenile  Court,  Associated  Chari- 
ties, and  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  In  addi- 
tion, two  school  principals  have  utilized  regular  counselling 
service.  Dr.  Richie  has  made  six  addresses  to  different 
civic  groups  and  has  given  a  course  in  Child  Placement  to 
the  Public  Welfare  Institute.  Since  December  Dr.  Richie 
has  conducted  a  Teacher's  Mental  Hygiene  Discussion  Group. 

The  Social  Worker,  Mrs.  Florence  Ryan,  has  continued 
her  contacts  with  the  schools,  with  the  Public  Health  Nurses, 
and  with  the  parents.  She  has  also  conducted  three  play 
groups  this  year  and  has  met  with  Junior  League  volunteers. 
A  new  type  of  service  given  by  the  Social  Worker  has  been 
counselling  work  with  a  N.Y.A.  Negro  Group.  The  Social 
Worker  has  given  four  addresses  to  local  clubs  and  has 
talked  to  four  student  groups  visiting  the  Clinic. 

The  Psychologist  has  made  a  total  of  thirty-three  talks 
before  groups  in  the  community  dealing  with  some  aspect 
of  Mental  Hygiene. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  February  when  the 
Clinic  was  able  to  offer  one  day  a  week's  observation  to  a 
student  of  the  Sociology  Department  of  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege of  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Eight  Junior  League  volunteers  have  conducted  a  kin- 
dergarten group  once  a  week  from  November  1,  to  March  1. 
Beginning  with  March  there  have  been  bi-weekly  sessions. 
This  service  was  developed  from  suggestions  made  by  Dr. 
Milton  Kirkpatrick,  Director  of  the  Division  on  Community 
Clinics  of  the  National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene  when 
he  visited  Winston-Salem  in  August  1939.  Twenty-five  mem- 
bers have  contributed  their  time  for  chauffeuring  and  two 
members  have  served  on  the  House  and  Grounds  Committee. 

Referrals  still  continue  to  be  divided  between  schools, 
agencies  and  private  applications.  During  the  past  year  249 
cases  have  been  given  service  at  the  Clinic.

Mrs.  Wharton,  the  director  of 
a  kindergarten,  gave  freely  of  her  advice  and  of  her  time 
for  consultation  to  the  group  who  set  up  the  kindergarten 
group  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  as  did  the  staff  of  the 
Clinic.  The  work  of  the  School  Visitors  could  be  continued 
because  of  the  guidance  offered  by  Miss  Judy,  executive 
head  of  the  Associated  Charities.  Miss  Lettie  Witherspoon, 
from  the  National  Staff,  assisted  with  the  Provisional  Course. 

A  meeting  of  the  Provisionals  was  held  in  January. 
Mrs.  A.  Shelbourne  Johnson,  first  vice-president,  explained 
the  purpose  of  the  Junior  League,  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  McCuiston 
presented  the  history  of  the  local  League.  The  permanent 
money-raising  projects  were  discussed  as  well  as  the  activi- 
ties of  the  play  group.  From  January  until  March  the  Pro- 
visionals worked  in  the  three  shops.  In  March  Miss  Wither- 
spoon held  a  ten-day  course  for  the  provisionals  and  interested 
League  members,  which  included  the  following  subjects  for 
discussion:  the  responsibilities  and  opportunities  of  Junior 
League  membership;  the  philosophy  of  social  case  work;  un- 
tangling family  problems;  the  community  and  the  child; 
youth  in  conflict;  community  health;  community  planning. 
An  examination  followed  the  course  after  which  each  pro- 
visional was  given  an  interview  for  placement. 

The  following  talks  were  given  at  the  general  League 
meetings  : 

October — The  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Dr.  Richard  Richie. 

March — Social  Responsibility,  Miss  Witherspoon. 

Miss  Cora  Rowzee,  Southern  Regional  Secretary  of  the 

Family  Welfare  Association  of  America,  met  with  a  small 
group  to  discuss  the  problems  of  a  family  welfare  agency.

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Report  of  the  Winston-Salem  Play  Group 


During  the  fall  of  1939  a  one-act  play,  "The  Dragon 
Who  Giggled",  by  Elizabeth  McCormick,  was  used  for  the 
trouping  project  by  the  Play  Group  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Junior  League.  On  Wednesday,  November  8th,  the  first  per- 
formance was  given  at  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
children  of  Junior  League  girls  and  two  or  three  nearby 
schools.  A  charge  of  ten  and  twenty-five  cents  was  made. 
On  Thursday,  November  9th,  the  girls  played  at  North 
Elementary  at  10  a.m.,  and  at  Fairview  at  11  a.m.  On  Fri- 
day, November  10th,  Forest  Park  at  11  a.m.,  and  Waugh- 
town  at  1  p.m.  Monday,  November  13th,  West  End  School 
at  11:40  a.m.  Tuesday,  November  14th,  Granville  at  10  a.m., 
Central  at  11:15  a.m.  Wednesday,  November  15th,  South 
Park  at  10  a.m.,  and  Skyland  at  11:30  a.m.  All  of  the  above 
are  elementary  schools  and  at  each  a  charge  of  $5.00  was 
made,  each  child  paying  whatever  possible,  up  to  a  nickel, 
The  play  was  coached  by  a  Junior  League  girl;  the  costumes 
were  simple,  and  the  scenery  was  very  effective  and  easy 
to  handle,  having  been  painted  on  screens. 

This  year  a  survey  was  made  in  the  schools  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Magie  and  Mrs.  R.  B.  Crawford,  Jr.,  to  determine 
the  type  of  production  and  also  the  type  of  play  best  liked 
K-  the  children,  and  to  find  out  whether  or  not  the  Play 
Group  is  bringing:  them  the  entertainment  they  like  best. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  April  12th,  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
Reynolds  Memorial  Auditorium  the  Play  Group  presented  a 
three-act  play  "Treasure  Island",  by  Dorothy  Drew.  The 
play  was  witnessed  by  between  twenty-one  and  twenty-two 
hundred  children  and  adults,  and  was  most  enthusiastically 
received.  The  entire  cast  was  composed  of  Junior  Chamber 
girls  of  the  Play  Group,  and  all  scenery  and  costumes  were 
designed  and  executed  by  Junior  League  srirls.  Mrs.  Willis 
B.  Underwood  of  Greensboro,  N.  C.  directed  the  play. 
Tickets  were  sold  by  Junior  League  girls  and  also  by  school 
children,  and  to  the  class  in  each  school  selling  the  most 
tickets  a  prize  of  $1.00  was  given.  Admission  was  twenty- 
five  cents  for  children  and  fifty  cents  for  adults.  Approxi- 
mated five  hundred  free  tickets  were  given  to  underprivi- 
leged children.  Free  transportation  was  furnished  by  the 
Play  Group  to  bring  the  children  from  all  parts  of  town. 
Eight  Greyhound  busses  were  used,  one  making  two  trips, 
and  five  Duke  Power  busses.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
schools  and  also  the  principals  were  very  cooperative,  in 
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that  they  let  the  schools  out  early  in  order  to  get  to  the 
show  on  time.  The  Parent-Teachers  Association  also  helped 
a  great  deal  with  the  publicity  and  by  furnishing  cars  to 
help  with  the  transportation  of  the  children. 

At  present  a  Children's  Theatre  committee  composed  of 
three  members  of  the  local  P.  T.  A.,  three  school  principals 
and  three  members  of  the  Junior  League,  is  being  organized. 
This  committee  will  plan  next  year's  program  of  child  en- 
tentainment,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  have  a  series  pro- 
gram which  will  be  much  broader  in  scope  than  heretofore, 
thus  bringing  to  the  children  of  Winston-Salem  more  enter- 
tainment, as  well  as  more  worth  while  entertainment.

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CONSTITUTION 


of  the 

JUNIOR  LEAGUE  OF  WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C. 

Article  I — Name 

The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League 
of  Winston-Salem,  affiliated  with  the  Association  of  Junior 
Leagues  of  America,  Inc. 

Article  II — Object 

"To  foster  interest  among  its  members  in  the  social, 
economic,  educational,  civic  and  cultural  conditions  of  the 
community,  and  to  make  efficient  its  volunteer  service." 

Article  III — Membership 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  League  shall  consist  of 
young  women. 

Section  2.    The  classes  of  membership  are  as  follows: 

1.  Provisional  Members  —  those  not  eligible  to  active 

membership  until  they  have  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  League  through  its  twelve  months  training  course 
and  its  volunteer  system  of  service.  At  the  end  of  this 
period,  if  found  by  the  Executive  Board  satisfactorily  to 
have  met  the  above  requirements,  they  are  declared  active 
members.  Provisional  members  shall  have  no  voting  power. 
The  maximum  period  of  provisional  membership  shall  be 
two  years.  If  at  the  end  of  this  time  a  Provisional  mem- 
ber is  not  eligible  and  is  not  elected  to  active  membership, 
her  name  shall  be  eliminated  from  this  list. 

2.  Active  Members — those  who,  having  finished  their 
provisional  course,  are  required  to  attend  all  monthly  meet- 
ings, except  when  excused,  and  to  take  part  in  the  regular 
activities  of  the  League. 

3.  Professional  Members — those  who  are  not  able  to 
attend  monthly  meetings  regularly,  or  to  take  part  in  the 
full  activities  of  the  League  because  of  a  profession.  They 
may  vote,  and  are  required  to  pay  the  same  dues  as  active 
members,  and  serve  when  possible  in  any  capacity. 

4.  Professional  Provisional  Members — those  provisional 


members  who,  not  being  able  to  take  part  in  all  the  activi- 
ties of  the  League,  are  required  only  part  time  work.  They 
must,  however,  comply  with  all  the  rules  of  the  provisional 
training*  course. 

5.  Non-Resident  Members — those  members  who  leave 
Winston-Salem  for  an  indefinite  length  of  time.  They  may 
be  granted  non-resident  membership,  provided  they  are  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  their  written  application  to 
the  Executive  Board. 

6.  Sustaining  Members  —  those  active  members  who, 
having  reached  the  age  of  forty,  automatically  become  sus- 
taining members  Sustaining  members  may  attend  meetings, 
but  do  not  have  voting  power.  They  may  serve  on  commit- 
tees and  may  propose  candidates  for  provisional  member- 
ship.   Sustaining  members  are  required  to  pay  regular  dues. 

7.  Guest  Members — transfers  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Winston-Salem  League  as  Guest  Members  for  one  year. 
During  this  year  the  Guest  Members  may  pay  dues  to  the 
Winston-Salem  League  or  to  the  League  from  which  she 
has  transferred.  During  this  year  she  shall  have  no  vote. 
She  shall  be  expected  to  attend  the  next  series  of  provisional 
lectures.  At  the  end  of  a  year  the  Guest  Member  shall  be 
passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  the  Winston-Salem  League. 
This  does  not  apply  to  former  members  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  League. 

Section  3.  Admission  to  membership  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  existing  by-laws  of  this  organization. 


Article  IV — Officers  and  Executive  Board 


Section  1.  The  government  and  management  of  this  League 
shall  be  vested  in  its  Executive  Board.  The  Board  shall 
consist  of  the  seven  elected  officers  and  the  chairmen  of 
the  following  committees:  The  Children's  Theatre,  Placement 
Education,  Arts,  Beauty  Parlor,  Thrift  Shop,  Gift  Shop, 
City  Editor,  Editor  of  the  Newssheet  and  other  committee 
chairmen  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Assistant 
Treasurer.

Article  V 

The  transfer  of  members  to  or  from  this  League  shall 
be  governed  by  the  A.  J.  L.  A.  standing  rules  in  effect  at 
the  time  of  the  transfer. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended,  added  to,  or  repealed 
at  any  regular  or  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  present,  provided  the  proposed  plan  shall  have  been 
presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  five  active  members  at 
least  one  meeting  before  it  is  acted  upon. 


BY-LAWS 
Article  I — Meetings 


Section  I.    Junior  League  Meetings. 

A.  A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  July,  August, 
September  and  October.  The  October  meeting  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  that  month.  No  notice  shall  be 
given  except  through  the  newspaper. 

1.  Absences. 

(a)  Members  are  excused  from  attendance  at  meetings 
only  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  unexcused  absence  from  meetings, 
the  delinquent  member  shall  be  fined  fifty  cents. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  unexcused  absences  from  three  con- 
secutive meetings,  a  delinquent  member  shall  be  summoned 
before  the  Executive  Board.  If  no  satisfactory  explanation 
for  the  absence  can  be  given,  that  member  shall  be  automati- 
cally dropped  from  the  roll. 

(d)  Each  member  who  has  been  absent  shall  write  in 
the  attendance  book  the  reason  for  her  absence  at  the  next 
meeting  that  she  attends.

2.    Changes  of  meeting. 

The  date,  hour  or  place  of  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ing shall  not  be  changed  without  forty-eight  hours'  notice 
in  the  newspaper,  or  a  personal  telephone  call  to  every 
member. 

B.    Call  Meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  and 
the  Executive  Board  or  upon  written  request  of  twenty-five 
active  members.  The  call  for  the  special  meeting  must 
state  the  business  to  be  transacted. 

Section  II.    Executive  Board  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  prior  to  the  regular 
business  meetings  of  the  League.  There  shall  be  as  many 
other  meetings  of  the  Board  as  deemed  necessary  by  the 
President. 


Article  II — Elections 


Section  I.    Election  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  composed 
of  five  members — two  appointed  by  the  President  from  the 
Executive  Board  and  three  elected  by  the  League  at  large, 
this  committee  to  be  elected  at  the  October  meeting.  The 
nominating  committee  shall  serve  for  one  year. 

Section  II.    Election  of  Officers. 

B.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  one  candi- 
date for  each  office.  Additional  nominations  may  be  sent 
in  writing  to  the  Nominating  Committee  at  any  time  before 
the  April  meeting  of  the  League,  if  signed  by  five  members 
of  the  .League.  These  shall  be  presented  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  with  the  others. 

A  duplicate  copy  of  the  letter  sent  the  Nominating 
Committee  must  be  sent  the  person  nominated  by  the  five 
signers.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  accept  any  withdrawals 

The  League  shall  vote  on  each  name  separately  by  secret 
ballot  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  elects  an  officer.  If 
there  are  no  nominations  from  League  members,  the  League 
shall  vote  on  the  ticket  as  a  whole. 
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Section  III.    Election  of  Admissions  Committee. 

A.  At  the  June  meeting  the  Nominating  Committee 
shall  submit  a  list  of  twenty  representative  names,  active 
and  sustaining  Junior  League  members,  who  have  lived  in 
Winston-Salem  five  years.  Voting  members  present  may 
vote  for  seven  names  on  the  list.  The  seven  names  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  will  form  the  Admissions 
Committee.  The  personnel  of  this  Committee  and  its  meet- 
ings shall  be  secret. 

B.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  serve  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  and  shall  be  responsible  for  counting  the 
ballots.  She  shall  notify  those  elected,  and  call  the  first 
meeting  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  at  which  time  the 
entire  committee  shall  recount  the  ballots. 

C.  No  member  may  serve  on  the  Admission  Committee 
for  more  than  two  years  in  succession.  In  case  a  member 
has  served  for  two  successive  years  and  is  again  elected, 
the  Second  Vice-President  shall  call  upon  the  person  receiv- 
ing the  next  highest  vote  to  serve  instead.  In  case  of  a 
tie,  the  six  members  and  Second  Vice-President  shall  have 
the  power  to  determine  by  a  majority  vote  the  seventh 
member  of  the  Committee. 

D.  Relatives  (mothers,  sisters,  sisters-in-law,  first 
cousins)  of  candidates  for  membership  may  not  serve  on 
the  Admissions  Committee.  In  the  event  of  the  election  of 
such  a  person  to  the  Admissions  Committee  she  shall  be 
automatically  replaced  by  the  person  receiving  the  next 
highest  number  of  votes. 

Section  IV.    Election  of  Provisional  Members. 

A.    Nominations  for  Provisional  Membership. 

1.  A  candidate  for  Provisional  Membership  may  be 
proposed  by  any  member  of  the  League  except  provisionals 
and  guest  members,  and  must  be  endorsed  by  two  other 
members  (not  provisionals),  on  an  application  blank  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose.  The  blank  must  be  returned  to  the 
Second  Vice-President  by  October  15.  A  candidate  failing 
of  election  for  three  years  shall  not  be  eligible  again  for 
proposal.  (The  records  of  as  many  consecutive  years  as 
are  available  shall  be  used  as  the  basis  for  determining  the 
eligibility  of  all  persons  considered  for  provisional  member- 
ship.) A  member  may  propose  but  one  candidate  and  second 
one. 
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B.  Qualifications  For  Provisional  Membership. 

1.  A  candidate  for  provisional  membership  must  have 
completed  her  schooling  and  shall  be  between  the  ages  of 
nineteen  and  thirty-three,  inclusive.  She  shall  have  been  a 
resident  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least  one  year 
before  she  is  proposed. 

2.  All  candidates  shall  be  in  a  position  to  fulfill  her 
obligations  to  the  League  in  attending  the  Provisional  Course 
and  in  complying  with  the  provisional  requirements. 

C.  Duties  of  Admissions  Committee. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Admissions  Committee 
to  receive  all  nominations  for  members  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  II,  Section  IV,  A.  It  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  consider  the  names  of 
other  candidates.  They  shall  acquaint  themselves  concern- 
ing the  individual  candidates  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
finding  out  their  qualifications.  The  Admissions  Committee 
shall  meet  as  many  times  as  necessary.  After  thorough 
discussion,  a  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken.  Five 
affirmative  votes  of  the  Admissions  Committee  are  necessary 
for  election  by  this  Committee.  At  the  December  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Board,  held  one  week  before  the  regu- 
lar League  meeting  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  submit 
the  list  of  candidates  approved  by  the  Admissions  Commit- 
tee. The  Board  shall  vote  by  secret  ballot  and  a  three- 
fourths  majority  vote  of  those  present  at  the  Board  meet- 
ing shall  be  necessary  for  election.  Invitations  shall  be 
mailed  immediately  to  those  elected,  and  the  names  of  those 
who  accept  shall  be  announced  by  the  Second  Vice-President 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  League. 

2.  The  number  of  professional  provisional  members 
taken  in  the  League  in  any  one  year  shall  be  limited  to 
two.  The  total  number  of  provisionals  admitted  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

Section  IV.    Election  of  Conference  Delegates. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  delegates  to 
all  conferences.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor.  The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  Conferences 
shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 
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Article  III — Duties  of  Officers  and  Chairmen  of 
Standing  Committees 

Section  L    Duties  of  Officers. 

A.  The  President. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  regular  meetings 
of  the  League  and  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  She  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

3.  At  her  discretion  she  may  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  League. 

4.  The  President-elect  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of 
all  standing  committees  and  shall  read  to  the  League  at  the 
May  meeting  these  names. 

5.  At  the  June  meeting  she  shall  announce  the  person- 
nel of  all  standing  committees. 

6.  She  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  sign  all  leases,  con- 
tracts and  other  obligations  authorized  by  the  Executive 
Board. 

B.  The  First  Vice-President. 

The  First  Vice-President  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  her  absence  or  resignation,  and  assist  her  when 
necessary. 

C.  The  Second  Vice-President. 

1.  The  retiring  President  shall  become  Second  Vice- 
President  at  the  election  of  officers. 

2.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  serve  as  Chairman 
of  the  Admissions  Committee. 

D.  Recording  Secretary. 

1.  The  Fcecording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Junior  League  and  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  and  classified  list  of  all 
members  of  the  League. 

E.  Corresponding  Secretary. 

1.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  League. 

2.  She  shall  preserve  all  important  papers  and  docu- 
ments. 
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3.  She  shall  give  notice  of  all  call  meetings  of  the 
League  to  members. 

4.  She  shall  compile  the  annual  reports  and  edit  the 
year  book. 

F.  Treasurer. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  League  as  directed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  the 
League,  except  those  funds  handled  by  specific  committees 
(i.  e.  Beauty  Parlor,  Gift  Shop,  Children's  Theatre,  etc.) 

2.  She  shall  send  annual  notices  of  dues  and  any  un- 
paid fines  to  all  members  on  April  1  and  semi-annual  notices 
on  October  1.  To  those  members  who  have  not  paid  in 
full  by  the  following  May  31,  she  shall  send  a  third  and 
final  notice,  a  registered  letter,  on  June  1. 

3.  She  shall  send  a  notice  of  the  Initiation  Fee  to 
Provisional  members  when  they  accept  membership  in  the 
League,  and  notice  of  their  annual  dues  in  April. 

4.  She  shall  sign  with  the  president  all  contracts, 
leases,  and  other  obligations  authorized  by  the  League  or 
Executive  Board. 

5.  She  shall  submit  annual  and  monthly  reports. 

6.  She  shall  be  bonded. 

7.  There  shall  be  an  annual  audit  of  the  books  by  an 
auditor  not  connected  with  the  League. 

G.  Assistant  Treasurer. 

1.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  the  treasurer  in  her  absence  and  assist  her  when  neces- 
sary. 

2.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  attendance  at  League 
meetings. 

Section  II.    Duties  of  Standing  Committees. 
A.    Duties  of  Chairmen. 

1.  The  Chairmen  of  all  Standing  Committees  shall 
make  monthly  and  annual  reports  of  their  work. 

2.  They  shall  appoint  the  other  members  of  their  com- 
mittees with  the  help  of  the  President.  At  least  two  mem- 
bers of  each  committee  shall  be  appointed  each  year  who 
have  not  served  the  previous  year. 

3.  A  Committee  Chairman  shall  appoint  a  sub-chairman 
to  assist  her  and  serve  in  her  absence. 
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B.    Duties  of  Standing  Committees. 

1.  Nominating  Committee. 

(a)  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  candi- 
dates for  Junior  League  offices,  for  members  of  the  Ad- 
missions Committee,  and  delegates  to  conferences. 

(b)  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  given  the 
power  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  to  fill  any 
•vacancies  which  might  occur. 

(c)  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consult  all  can- 
didates proposed  by  the  Committee  and  ascertain  their  will- 
ingness to  serve  before  presenting  their  names  to  the  League. 

2.  Arts  Committee. 

The  Arts  Committee  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
League  members  noteworthy  civic,  educational,  and  artistic 
activities  and  shall  initiate  or  stimulate  such  activities  within 
the  League. 

3.  Beauty  Parlor  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
functioning  and  the  accounts  of  the  Junior  League  Beauty 
Parlor. 

4.  Child  Guidance  Clinic  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  interpret  and  stimulate  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Clinic  among  Junior  League  members 
and  in  the  community. 

5.  Magazine  Committee. 

The  Magazine  Committee  shall  collect  and  edit  material 
for  the  Junior  League  Magazine  and  interest  members  in 
the  magazine. 

6.  Placement  Committee. 

The  Placement  Committee  is  the  coordinating  depart- 
ment of  the  League.  It  shall  plan  and  supervise  the 
League's  volunteer  service  program  so  that  it  may  utilize 
the  capacities  and  abilities  of  the  League  membership  in 
ways  most  valuable  to  the  community  and  satisfactory  to 
the  membership.  Card  records  of  the  work  of  the  members 
shall  be  kept  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to 
keep  the  members  informed  throughout  the  year  of  the 
amount  of  work  they  have  accomplished. 
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7.  Education  Committee. 

The  Education  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
Provisional  Training  Course,  special  training  courses  for 
specialized  types  of  volunteer  service,  and  lectures  and 
courses  of  general  nature  which  the  membership  desires. 
The  purpose  of  this  committee  is  the  continued  education 
of  the  membership. 

8.  Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  finan- 
cial policies  of  the  Junior  League.  They  shall  make  out 
the  budget  of  expenditures  anticipated  by  the  League.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Committee. 

9.  Gift  Shop. 

The  Gift  Shop  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  functioning  and  the  accounts  of  the  Junior  League 
Gift  Shop. 

10.  Publicity  Committee. 

The  Publicity  Committee  shall  supervise  all  the  League's 
publicity:  the  Executive  Board  shall  determine  the  policies 
of  the  League  with  regard  to  the  publicity  to  be  given  its 
activities.  No  member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  for  the 
press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning  the  League 
and  its  activities  except  through  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Publicity  Committee. 

11.  Newssheet  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  edit  and  publish  the  Newssheet. 

12.  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  suggest,  investigate,  and  organize 
all  money  raising  activities. 

13.  Children's  Theatre  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  plan,  present  or  sponsor  Children's 
Theatre  programs  and  shall  interpret  the  League's  Theatre 
program.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  super- 
vise the  cooperation  of  the  League  with  outside  organiza- 
tions in  Children's  plays. 

14.  Thrift  Shop. 

The  Thrift  Shop  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Thrift  Shop.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
keep  the  Shop  supplied  with  rummage  and  arrange  for 
volunteer  workers. 
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Article  IV— -Term  of  Office 


No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same  office  more 
than  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  exception  of  the 
treasurer. 

Article  V — Dues 

Section  I.  Dues  for  Provisional,  Active,  Professional,  Non- 
Resident,  and  Sustaining  members  shall  be  $8.00  a  year 
payable  semi-annually.  This  includes  the  subscription  price 
of  the  magazine. 

Section  II.  Provisional  Members  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee 
of  $10.00  when  they  accept  the  invitation  of  the  League. 
No  provisional  member  shall  be  taken  into  active  member- 
ship until  the  initiation  fee  is  paid. 

Section  III.  Fines. 

A.  Any  member  who  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
running  from  April  1  to  March  31,  who  has  not  paid  her 
dues  is  given  three  months  in  which  to  pay  them.  If  not 
paid  by  then,  the  dues  are  automatically  doubled.  If  not 
paid  by  the  end  of  six  months,  the  delinquent  member  shall 
be  automatically  dropped  from  the  roll.  The  only  accept- 
able excuse  is  financial  disability. 

B.  There  will  be  a  fine  of  fifty  cents  imposed  upon  any 
active  or  provisional  member  for  unexcused  absences  from 
regular  meetings. 

Article  VI — Provisional  Training  Course 
Section  I.  Attendance. 

A.  Each  candidate  who  has  become  eligible  for  pro- 
visional membership  shall  be  required  to  take  a  training 
course.  This  course  shall  include  information  upon  (1)  the 
organization  and  activities  of  the  A.  J.  L.  A.  (2)  the  or- 
ganization and  activities  of  the  Winston- Salem  League,  and 
(3)  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural,  and  civic 
conditions  of  the  community. 

B.  Punctual  attendance  upon  all  lectures  planned  for 
provisional  members  is  compulsory. 

C.  A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all 
lectures  must  accompany  each  letter  of  invitation  to  pro- 
visional members.  No  further  notice  need  be  given  unless 
there  be  a  change  of  date  or  hour  for  any  lecture. 
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D.  All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  must 
be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board.  The  Board  shall 
at  all  times  have  the  authority  to  decide  upon  each  case, 
based  upon  its  individual  merits.  Excused  absence  from 
lectures,  (a)  The  actual  time  of  the  lecture  not  attended 
must  be  made  up.  (b)  Notes  of  lectures  not  attended  must 
be  secured  for  study.  Unexcused  absence  (a)  The  entire 
lecture  course  and  examination  must  be  taken  over  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

Section  II.  Examinations. 

A.  At  the  completion  of  this  training  course,  an  ex- 
amination shall  be  given  to  each  candidate. 

B.  The  Executive  Board  shall  pass  upon  the  record  of 
each  Provisional  member  and  shall  determine  whether  or 
not  said  Proviional  member  has  satisfactorily  performed 
the  requirements  laid  down  by  it. 

Article  VII 

The  first  time  a  member  fails  to  report  to  her  assigned 
task  without  securing  a  substitute,  she  shall  be  warned  by 
her  chairman.  At  the  second  offense  there  shall  be  a  con- 
ference with  the  chairman  and  the  Placement  Chairman. 
On  the  third  offense  she  appears  before  the  Board;  and,  if 
the  offenses  are  not  excusable,  she  is  dropped  from  the 
League. 

Article  VIII— Rules  of  Order 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  revised,  shall  be  the  authority 
followed  in  all  parliamentary  proceedings  of  the  League. 

Article  IX — Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended,  added  to,  or  repealed 
at  any  regular  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present.
